The original claims did not include a tablet machine that comprises a die formed with a bore to 
receive granules, said die being mounted on a die table, an upper punch disposed above the die 
bore and being downwardly moveable into the die bore to compress the granules into a tablet, a 
lower punch disposed under the die bore and being upwardly moveable into the die bore to eject 
the compressed tablet from the die bore, and wherein the upper punch, the lower punch and the 
die have surfaces in contact with the granules, which surfaces are carburized.
